With but few 
exceptions the saloonkeepers are residents 
of the ward. All keep respectable places,

PATRICER J. O’CONNBEL, Thirty-first 
ward—In my opinion if the saloons are 
responsible for the crimes that give rise 
to the need for more police they should 
be suppressed, not licensed. If the saloons 
are not responsible for crime then they 

should bear only their proportionate share 
of the burden of taxation. 

PETER A. WENDLING, Twenty-ninth 


ward—I am opposed to a $1,000 license 
for the reason that we have 500 saloons 


in our ward, all run by decent men. I do 
not sec why the saloonkeepers should 
stand the brunt of the increased liceyse. 
The city of Chicago found a way to pay 
$350,000 for outside police protection for a 
lot of bums from other towns.

This was, in substance, the testimony 
of Charles W. Vail, the successor, clerk of 
the Superior court, given yesterday befure 
the county board investigating committee. 
Frank J. Chaiser, now. cashier in Linn's 
was named as the instructor. =

sued by the city were held out, and when paid 
‘were kept by the clerk. ;

Clerk Vail’s Testimony. 

“TI had a conversation with Chaiser, the 
bookkeeper, regarding the due bills, and how 
a record was kept of them,“ Mr. Vail told the 
county investigators. “This was at a time 
when the city paid a sum on appearance 
cases, and a record of it had not been made. 
in the receipt book. Chaiser replied: ‘ Why, 
that is left out. It has the custom to 
hold that up and it goes to the clerk.”’ 

“ What was your reply?’ asked Chairman 
Steele. 

1 told him that such a thing would not 
be done while I was clerk.” 

What dd he say to that?“ 

He replied: ‘ Well, you are the boss and 
I am only a clerk.’ ”’ 

„Did Chaiser say forfher clerks of the 
Superior court had been pocketing these 
fees from city due bills?“ asked President 
Brundage. 

No, he did not mention any names. He 
said it had been the custom.’’ 

“ But he left a pretty good inference to 
you that it was one of the prerogatives of the 
clerk; did he not? asked President Brun-

Seeks More Information. 

Mr. Vail then testified * a record of the 
fees received was made in the receipt book 
and the money was placed in a bank to the 
credit of the court account. Chairman Steele 
had a Ust of due bills from the city on ap- 
pearance cases and when they were paid, on 
which he desired information. 

The committee wanted to learn why the 
bills, according to the city records, were paid 
on dates some time previous to the entries 
on the report of the clerk of the court, and 
whether the money was sent toa bank. The 
committee adjourned to the office of Clerk 
Vail and inspected the records on- this point. 
Mr. Vail by the records showed that the sums 
of money had been placed in the bank. The 
explanation given for dating the payment 
after the bills were paid, was that the date 
entered was the actual time of payment. 

Mr. Vail tolé of other irregularities in the 
accounting system and said many papers 
were missing. The committee will meet 
again at 3 p. m. today in the county board 
rooms. Judge Cutting and Clerk Cahill of 
the Probate court have been asked to ap- 
pear. 

Jury Quizzes- Edward A. Linn. 

Before returning indictments in the Linn 
fraud cases the grand jury made ahother ef- 
fort to secure a statement from Edward A. 
Linn, now a Lincoln park commissioner, as 
to the operations of hie father while clerk of 
the Circult court. It was hoped that the son 
would explain some of the stories told by pre- 
vious witnesses as to the number of clerks 
who appeared at John A. Linn’s office only 
to draw a salary. The park commissioner 
refused to testify. 

The younger Linn appearedat the Criminal 
court building in the morning, accompanied 
by his attorney, Benjamin C. Bachrach. A 
few minutes later he was called into the 
jury room, Mr. Bachrach going with him. 

„Tou served. in the capacity of a clerk 
under your father while he was Circuit clerk, 
I believe?” asked State's Attorney Healy, 
addressing Mr. Linn. 

Attorney Bachrach whispered to the wit- 
ness, then Mr. Linn refused to answer. 

J refuse to answer on the ground that I 
might incriminate myself,.“ sald the witness. 

Linn was excused. 


Bartender a Good Witness. 


A better witness was secured, however, in 
the person of Frank Zeller, a bartender, 
whose name appears on Linn’s pay roll as a 
clerk, drawing $137 a month during all of 
1000. He was questioned ag to what he did to- 
earn the money, why he did not himself col- 
lect the salary instead of permitting Chaiser 
to draw it. 

Neither Zeller nor State’s Attorney Healy 
would tell how the bartender. explained his 
connection with Linn and his pay roll, but it 
was said that he had made a bigger botch "’ 
of his testimony than any of the previous 
witnesses. 

Since the beginning of the investigation 
detectives from Mr. Healy’s office have 
searched the city in an effort to find some of 
the twenty-five alleged “‘dummies" whose 
names have appeared on Mr. Linn's books as 
clerks. The net result of the search was 
Edward Linn and Bartender Zeller. 


Draws Four Linn Indictments. 


Assistant State's Attorney Going was busy 
A 
lengthy report is being prepared by the grand 
jury to accompany the Indictments, in which 
sweeping changes in the Circuit court clerk’s 
office and in the police department will be 
recommended. 

Along with other irregularities said to have 
been practiced in the Circuit court clerk’s 
office during Linn's incumbency came fresh 
charges that some of the clerks profited by 
selling naturalization papers. Thousands of 
citizens were made as election day ap- 
proached, it was charged, by precinct cap- 
tains, who secured the blank papers at the 
Circuit court clerk’s office, either by paying 
small sums for large quantities of them or 
by use of their influence.“ 

Mr. Healy attempted to run to ground the 
charges of frauds in naturalization during 
the sitting of a previous grand jury. If any 
evidence is secured he will take the matter 
up, possibly with the next grand jury.

‘Dees Not Comply with Reforms 
Suggested Its Expulsion from States 
in Question Will Follow. 


‘New York, Feb. 2.—[Special.}—The exam- 
ination which the insurance commissioners 
of five outside states have been making into 
the affairs of the New York Life has been 
completed and the report drawn. It is said 
today on good authority that the repert.is 
most drastic, that it demands the resigna- 
tions of several persons sti connected with 
the company, and that it threatens the New 
York Life with expulsion from the states 
concerned in the examination unless the de- 
mands are met. 

The states represented in the examination 
were Tennessee, Minnesota, Nebraska, Wis- 
consin, and Kentucky. It is also learned 
that the document which the outside commis- 
sioners have adopted as their final report dif- 
fers considerably from the one which was 


originally drawn. 


First Report Declared Too Mild. 

The first report; it is sald, was regarded by 
Commissioners Host of Wisconsin and Pierce 
of Nebraska as altogether too mild, and they 
demanded a complete revision. These two 
commissioners, it is understood, succeeded in 
impressing their views on the other three, 
with the result that the report hits out with- 
out gloves at every vulnerable officer and 
trustee. 

Outside commissioners or their representa- 
tives have been busy investigating the New 
York Life since about Oct. 1. At times they 
have had as many as twenty-three men work- 
ing on the records and books of the company. 
Their examination was one of the most thor- 
ough investigations ever made relative to the 
affairs of an insurance company. 

The examination has cost the New York 
Life $85,000. Subcommittee examiners made 
a trip to Paris and went through the books 
of the Paris office, the company paying the 
expenses of the trip. 

Findings Will Be Held Back. 

When the outside commissioners undertook 
to go through the books of the New York 
Life they announced that they intended to 
make an examination also of the Mutual and 
Equitable. It has not been learned when the 
joint report. of the commissioners will be 
given out, but it will probably not be issued 
until after the Armstrong investigating com- 
mittee’s report has been presented to the leg- 
islature.

The national insurance conference ad- 
journed yesterday after adop a declara- 
tion advocating legislation for the prohibi- 
tion ot the payment of deferred dividends 
by life insurance companies and to compel 
an annual accounting to each policy holder. 
Legislation prescribing the form of contracts 
was also urged, and other features of life 
insurance were touched upon. 

A committee of sixteen members was ap- 
pointed to formulate a law suitable for uni- 
form adoption by the states. The committee 
was instructed to report to an adjourned 
meeting of the convention to be held at the 
same time and place as the next national con- 
vention of state insurance commissioners.” 
The insurance commissioners’ conference will 
probably be heii in Washington in Septem- 
ber, it being subject to the call of a commit- 


tee 
Adopted, 23 to 6. 

The declaration was passed by a vote of 28 
to 6. The diseenters w to vote aye with 
„ quaMfications,” but Gov. Johnson 
of Minnesota. - the chairman, ruled that the 
vote must be decisive, they changed their 
vote to no.“ The declaration follows: 

‘* First—We believe that the system com- 
monly’ known as the deferred dividend plan. 
which consists in deferring all dividends to 
the end of a period named and of forfeiting 
the shares of the surplus justly belonging to 
those policy holders who either lapse or die 
before the end of the period, is unsound in 
principle, unjust in its operation, and such 
legislation should be enacted as will remove 
the evils of thie system. 

With respect to policies of that character 
already tssued,/ there should be required from 
this time forward an annual statement and 
provisional apportionment of surplus to each 
policy holder, and the aggregate so appor- 
tioned should be charged as a ability of the 
company. 

“With respect to all future policies there 
should be an annual accounting of the sur- 
plus, an apportionment, to begin at a proper 
time after the issuance of. the policy, to each 
policy holder of his share of the entire sur- 
plus of the preceding year, after 
a reasonable margin of safety, and an option 
on the part of the policy holder to withdraw 
his share in money. 


Voice of Policy Holders. 
“‘ Second—With respect to the representa- 


tive form of government of mutual insurance | 


companies we have carefully refiected upon 
all the plans that have been proposed. We 
recognize the difficulty in accomplishing the 
much desired result. 

„We are impressed with the necessity of 

a change in the present methods, and we 
suggest for consideration by the committee 
the adoption of some plan whereby there will 
be in each mutual company a division of 
jurisdiction with the right of the policy hold- 
ers of each jurisdiction to select a representa- 
tive, or representatives, to attend the annual 
meeting of policy holders; the details of such 
plans to be devised so as to bring as nearly | 
as possible to each policy holder the con- 
venience and practicability of exercising his 
right to a voice in the management of his 
company. . 
“ Third—With respect to publicity, we be- 
lieve that the existing laws of many states 
are sufficient to authorize the departments 
of insurance to call for whatever information 
is desired. The remaining states should 
confer upon their insurance department like 
powers. 

‘“* Pourth—With respect to investments we 
believe that while all investments should be 
conse tive, it is impracticable te attempt 
unifo fy among the states. 

„Fifth With respect to standard forms of 
insurance contracts, we beHeve that the 
statutes of the several states should pre- 
scribe the form of life insurance policies, and 
that no other forms than those so prescribed 
should be permitted. Uniformity on this sub- 
ject is in the highest degree desirable, andan 
earnest effort should be made to secure that 
result. 

„ Sixth—Respecting the several other sub- 
jects enumerated by this conference for dis- 
cussion and referred to this committee, we 
believe that this conference should not now 
finally declare its convictions, but that the 
committee of sixteen should further care- 
fully investigate and consider the same in 
formulating the proposed regulation of life 
insurance compantes.”’ 


Vote Taken by States. 

The vote on adoption was taken by states. 
The delegate from North Dakota voted“ no 
after the delegate from Delaware had asked 
permission to vote a “ qualified aye” and 
nad been told to be definite. The delegate 
from New York was excused from voting at 
his own request. The delegates who voted 
“no” said they approved the resolution in gen- 
eral, but hesitated to give it their unqualified 
approval. 

Affirmative votes were changed to “no” 
by the representatives of Illinois, Indiana, 
South Dakota, Kansas, Delaware, and Okla- 


homa.

girl and pressed his suit so well that on Feb. 
8, 1805, his engagement was formally an- 
nounced. Immediately efter the announce- 
ment the count moved from his modest quar- 
ters in a back room on the third floor of 22 
East Thirty-second street to a magnificent 
suite at the Waldorf-Astoria hotel and began 
to incur debtg.on a grand scale. He bought 
many thousand dollars’ worth of jewelry 
and works of art, and even his elaborate 
wedding outfit, on credit, and had the bills 
gent to the Waldorf, where they were paid 
by the proprietor. 


Weds Millions; Spends Them. 

The wedding took place at the house of 
George Gould on March 4, and a brilliant 
civil ceremony followed. One month after 
the wedding the young couple went to Paris. 
The count, on whom $3,000,000 had been set- 
tled, began at once to spend the money with 
a lavish hand, and after he had run through 
his fortune he spent his wife’s money with+ 
out hesitation, _ 

Soon the countess had to appeal to her fam- 
ily for more cash, and for a while her re- 
quests were complied with, though under pro- 
test. 

In less than a year the count spent over §1,- 
000,000 for bric-Aa-brac, bought a yacht, the 
Valhalla for $200,000, had himself elected 
to the chamber of deputies at an expense of 
nearly $500,000, and donated a site worth 
$200,000 for a permanent building for the an- 
nual charity bazaar. 


Builds Palace in Paris, 

Six months later the count purchased a site 
of three-quarters of an acre in extent on the 
corner of the Avenue du Bois de Boulogne 
and the Ayenue Malakoff for $740,000, upon 
which to ereot a magnificent mansion in the 
style of Louis XIV., in imitation of the Petit 
Trianon. A little later he secured an adjoin- 
ing lot for $200,000. The mansion was planned 
in the most gorgeous style and it was esti- 
mated that it would cost more than $5,000,000, 
More than $3,000,000 already has been spent 
in building the palace, but it is still uncom- 
pleted. The Castellanes occupy it. 

Soon financial. troubles began to make 
things uncemfortable for the count. The 
$15,000,000 of his wife was tied up In such a 
way that he could not get more than the in- 
come from it, and that large sum, added to his 
own millions, was insufficient to cover his 
extravagant expenditures for bric-&-brac, 
jewelry, political purposes, and disastrous 
speculations in stocks. 


Wife’s Fortune Tied Up. 

When the count found that he could ob- 
tain no more money from the Goulds he de- 
cided to go on a visit to the United States 
with his wife. They arrived in New York 
in January, 1900, and found a frigid reception 
on the part of the Gould family. For the 
sake of the countess a temporary arrange- 
ment was made, but the Goulds soon found 
that energetic measures would have to be 
taken to protect the wife of Boni and her 

wo children from the complete loss of their 

ortune. ‘The suits of his creditors against 


Count Boni and the reckless manner in Which 


he acted @uring the trials are comparatively 
recent history and need no detailed mention. 
In spite of the count’s opposition, George 
Gould, the brother of the countess, was ap- 
pointed trustee for her and her two children 
and the count was thus barred from touching 


his wife’s fortune. ’ 


Fights Several Duels. 

The French papers frequently had oppor- 
tunity to refer to the reckless career of the 
count, and in a number of cases the count 
challenged the editors of those papers to 
fight. duels. Henri Turot,.Count Orlowski, 
and others fought duels with the count and 
were disabled by him; other duels were only 
avoided by timely apologies of the editors 
who had aroused the ire of the count. 

Boni de Castellane is a strong partisan of 
the Bourbons and made himself conspicuous 
by taking a prominent. part in a demon- 
stration against President Loubet during the 
great races several years ago, in which the 
count de Dion slapped the president's face. 

Neither the count nor his wife is partieu- 
larly well liked in Paria and have been 


* 


the notoriety which they have gained in the 
chronique seandaleuse of the capital. 

The Castellane mangion is one of the show 
places of Paris and is conducted in princely 
style, A visitor describes some of its fea- 
tures, saying: 

“The entrance to the Castellane palace is 
by way of huge wrought iron gates. I porn! 
the bell and the gate was. im 
opened by a porter of gigantic Size, 1 — 
did looking fellow, wearing the Castellane 
livery of blue and gold, with flesh colored 
silk stockings, black patent leather pumps, 
and silver buckles—quite the most magnifi- 
cent personage I had spoken with tor many 


years. . 
“I asked for the comtesse de Castellane. 


and 8 2 footman said; Is madame expect- 
ed?’ I said that I was, whereupon Ax or 
eight more footmén, in the same livery, ap- 
peared simultaneously from I can’t teil 
where, and I was conducted a few yards by 
each apparently, for it was imposaible for me 
to distinguish one from the other, through 
the magnificent hall into a superb apartment, 
which I was afterwards told by the countess 
was the count’s fumolr. 


Ih a Magnificent Room. 

This room is large and most harmoniously 
proportioned, the ceiling just high enough 
to give a sensation of air and space, and 
not so high as to take away a suggestion 
of privacy, and, if you like, domesticity. A 
s uperchimney stretches half way across one 
side of the room, and there was a fire burn- 
ing which gave a last touch of comfort and 
well being—for Paris has been grewsome, 
cold, and forbidding to an extreme degree. 

The fumoir ia in the renaissance period, 
and the prevailing tones are pale yellows, 
greens, and browns. It is furnished with 
magnificent examples of art of the period, 
and the divans, fauteuils, and cabinets are 
all veritable .and priceless. Some splendid 
pictures adorn the 5 and wonderful 
bibelots are scattered about upon the tables, 
with here and there vases of superb yellow 
and dark brown orchids. 

Then I was conducted to the countess’ 
apartments, I was taken up a staircase and 
through several antechambers, until finally 
I saw a dellcate looking vision of pink and 
white approaching ‘me, and recognized—alb 
though the original is greatly changed—a lit- 
tle girl whose face was familiar to me ten or 
twelve years ago as I saw her face frequently 
on board her father’s yacht at Bay Ridge. 

“She was gowned in a loose robe of pale 
pink chiffon over a pink Louisine slip—a 
benutiful frock, very daintily made, with 
many tucks and plaitings, and perfectly m 
keeping with the apartment and sumptu- 
ous entourage. Mme. de Castellane wore a 
garden hat of leghorn, tricorne in form, and 
adorned with roses of varying shades of 
pink. I noticed also her shrimp pink satin 
slippers and open work stockings of the same 
shade. 

„Women in Paris are wearing innumer- 
able jewels at all hours of the day and night, 
and the Countess Castellane, following this 
fashion, wore a chain of strung dlamonds 
about her neck and several beautiful brace- 
lets of emeralds and diamonds.” 


Her Magnificent Bedroom. 


The visitor thus describes the bedroom oc- 


cupied by the countess: 
‘The bedroom occupied by the little Ameri- 


‘can girl is sumptuous—too formal for the 


taste, I should say, of the average woman. 
The bed was the magnificent couch of poor 
Marie Antoinette—and one cannot look un- 
moved upon its mute and sadly suggestive 
splendor. The capopy is adorned as for the 
fair Austrian queen, with bunches of white 
ostrich feathers at each four corners, and a 
large cluster in the center of the canopy at 


the top. 


“The canopy is lighted from underneath 


by veiled electric bulbs. The coverl'ds are 
of embroidered satin, the most delicate shade 
of gray, almost white. 

„All of the appointments of the bedroom 
are exquisite. Every chair and chaiselong 
is a priceless treasure of Louis Seize period, 
selected with the wonderful taste for which 
the count de Castellane ig celebrated,” 


Tells of Gorgeous Reception. 

A reception at the Castellane mansion is 
always a magnificent affair. Here is a de- 
acription: 

“As we entered the portals which lead to 
the rose colored staircase we were received 


by the footmen of yestergay, but this time 


resplendent in searlet livefy with much gold 
lace, flesh colored stockings, patent leather 
pumps with enormous Alver buckles, and 
wearing white wigs tied In a cue at the back 
with black ribbons, quite in the period of 
Louls XVL, every detail being accurate. 

„The footmen, in their scarlet liveries, to 
the number of eighteen or twenty, were 
placed opposite each other at various inter- 
vals on the main stairway. On the first land- 
ing the major domo, a gigantte figure, wear- 
ing the full: rnalia of bis office, in- 
cluding thé searlet hat, and carrying the 
golden halberd, stod motionless.

District Attorney Examines 
Ex-President Lyman of Na- 
tional Company. 


WOULD PROVE IT“DUMMY.’ 


Court Admits Witness’ 
ment About Commissioner 
Garfield.

lese FP. Lyman, former president of the 


National Packing company, averred by the 


government to have been the head of the 
beef trust, was the principal witness in yes- 
terday’s g of the packers’ plea of im- 
munity. During his examination District 
Attorney Morrison declared that he would 
show that this company was merely a 
“ 4 and that, far from doing any 

real packing business, it served merely as 
a device for conducting the operations of 
the trust. 

All during the morning’s session Mr. Ly- 
man's right to testify concerning his meet- 
ing with Commissioner Garfield was con- 
tested by the federal attorneys, but early 
in the afternoon session the court ruled, 
contrary to his previous intimations, that 
it Was not error to question any witness to 
whom Garfield spoke concerning his confer- 
ence with Attorney Krauthof. 


Office Books in Evidence. 

When Mr. Lyman left the etand Attorney 
W. M. Borders, for the Morris interests, be- 
gan the detailed presentation of their case 
Charles M. Macfarlane, office manager of the 
Fairbank Canning company, the indicted 
Morris corporation, was called, and for the 
first time office books were presented in evi+ 
dence. The question of this production has 
been a mooted one for some time, and it is 
probable that yesterday’s instance will be 
followed by the introduction of several sets of 
records, 

Mr. Lyman, now president of the American 
Glue company, but at the time. of Garfield's 
investigation president of the National Pack- 
ing company, made one of the best witnesses 
who have been called. His answers Were 
dlear and con , and he showed little of the 
usual endeavor to evade questions. 

During the contest over his right to teatify | 
he remained in the witness chair and showed 
a livély interest in the discussion. District 
Attorney Morrison contended that as neither 
the witness nor the corporation he repre- 
sented was under indictment he was not el - 
gible. John S. Miller, for the defendants, ar- 
gued that by the seventh count of the indict- 
ment it was set up that the National Packing 
company was the device by which the alleged 
trust operated its conspiracy in restraint of 
trade, and that the defendants were members 
of ite board. If that were true, Lyman acted 
as their agent, and his testimony was rele- 
vant. 

After the court had ruled upon the ques- 
tion Mr. Lyman told the story of his meeting 
Gartield, 

Could Compel Showing of Records. 

“ He mentioned the Martin resolution,” the 
witness, said, and said that he was author- 
ized by it-to investigate the packing compa- 
nies. He stated that he had the authority 
to compel us to produce papers and books 
for his examination, but that be had a dif- 
ferent method which he hoped to pursue.” 

This much and several of his succeeding 

statements were of a vein similar to that 
of @everal other witnesses to show that 
G&rfleld waived the right to make a formal 
inquiry, and that the packers are as muen 
entitled to immunity under the  circum- 
stances as if they had been compelled by 
legal process to divulge their secrets. One 
of his statements was of importance in that 
he charged bad faith directly to Garfield. 
„ He maid,” witness ‘declared, that he 
was the direct representative of President 
Roosevelt, that he had had several confer- 
ences with the president, and that they were 
agreed that the information would not be 
turned over to the @epartment of justice, but 
would be kept within the bureau of ocor- 
porations.” ‘ 

Turning to his examination before the 
grand jury, Attorney Miller asked him: 

Who examined you before the grand 
jury?!“ 

Mr. Morison.“ 

Do you know if at that time Mr. Morri- 
son used the Garfield report? 

He had it in front of him on his desk and 
in his hand“ 

Did he use it?“ 

He referred to it in questioning me.“ 

„ What was be asking you about?“ 

The capital stock of some of our com- 
panies." 

“Do you recollect that while he had the 
book before him he asked you about the 
Armour Fertilizer works, Armour Glue 
works, and Armour Hair works?”

The district attorney then questioned Mr. 
Lyman concerning the National company.

A chorus of objections was raised and Mr.

I want to show that this conipany is 
a myth, that it did no packing business what- 
ever.” 

Judge Humphrey allowed the witness’ an- 
wer, which was in the affirmative, to go into 
the record, as he did also the reply that the 
company never purchased live stock. Mr. 
Morrison then @ug into the formation of the 
company. 

“You say the National owned several sub- 
sidiary companies, what do you mean by 
that?’ 

“That they owned the capital stock.“ 

Where did they purchase it?’ 

They got it from the individuals who first 
bought out the companies.”

SHIRKING TO BE STOPPED. 


Fines Imposed on Violators of 
Statute Must No Longer 
Be Remitted. 


New life is to be infused into the state pure 

food commission as a result of Tue Ta- 

uns charges of general inefficiency and 
failure to enforce the law. 

The-laboratory force and the staff of in- 
spectors are to be reorganized at once, as 
@ result of a conference between Commis- 
sioner A. Hanby Jones and Gov. Deneen, fol- 
lowing the exposure of lax conditions. 
Whether the shakeup will go higher up will 
be determined by the future record made 
by the commission. 

“JT am ready to resign,’’ said Commissioner 
Jones yesterday, the moment that Gov. 
Deneen is satisfied that I am not conducting 
this department properly.“ 

. Assistant Commissioner Rudolph M. Pat- 
terson said the same thing. 

Just what changes will be made in the de- 
partment Commissioner Jones said he would 
have to be made public by Gov. Deneen. 


: He said the two branches which need an 


infusion of new blood are the laboratory 
force and the force of inspectors. There has 
been complaint for some time that samples 
for analysis have accumulated in the labora- 
tory. Dr. E. N. Eaton is state analyst. 


: Jones Must Change Habits. 


At least three of the old inspectors will be 
retained, but it is understood that three oth- 
ere, who have not been attending strictly to 
their duties, will be discharged. They all 
are political appointees, but some have been 
under the impression that they were on 
the state pay roll merely for their political 
Influence. N 

One result of the conference that Commis- 
sioner Jones had with Gov. Deneen is that 
he will be at his office more in the future. 
In fact, he expects to be there - every day 
from now on. In the past he has attempted 
to conduct the commission by long distance 
methods from Robinson. In the future there 
will be a more strict enforcement of the law. 
There will be no more remission of fines 
except in rare cases, said Commissioner 
Jones. The practice has been to remit the 
fines when the dealers pleaded guilty. This 
ga ved the state from trying the cases in a 
higher court if the dealer saw fit to appeal. 
The manufacturer probably will have to pay 
the fines in the future and the prosecutions 
will be more effective.“ — 

Assistant Commissioner Patterson called 
Attention to fines amounting to several hun- 
dreds of dollars collected from milk dealers 
in interior towns during the last year as a 

ult of his crusade against the use of for- 
idehyde in milk. 


For National Legislation. 


“ Oredit has not been given to the commis- 
sion for all that it has done, said Mr. Jones. 
“The eom son with the North Dakota 
food commission was scarcely fair, as Com- 
mhissioner Ladd has the service of five as- 
sistants at ihe United States agriculture ex- 
periment ‘station. I maintain that the IIII- 
nois commission does more effective work 
than any other state, considering the extent 
of its appropriation.”’ 

_ Commissioner Jones, who had been charged 
with an attempt to block national food legis- 
lation by supporting the Lorimer bill, said:

Indiana State Chemist Active. 


Although there is no food commission in 
Indiana, there is an effective law against 
the adulferation of food, and the state board 
ot) health is taking vigorous measures to 
prevent the sale of inferior products colored 
with coal tar dye. 

A dispatch from South Bend yesterday 
said that the state department of chemistry 
Was determined to stop the sale of adulter- 
ated fruits within the boundaries of the 
state. State Chemist Blanchard now is col- 
lecting samples from various parts of the 
state, all of which will be examined. He 
has discovered that all of the hign priced 
maraschino cherries are colored with coal 
tar dyes. A report of the investigation will 
be issued at the expense of the state, the 
report to contain the names of the nu- 
facturers, retailer, and the kind of adülter- 
ation. 7 


N Criticism of Lorimer Bill.

the hands of the department of agriculture 
and put it under the department of com- 
merce and labor. 6 

So far as the. names of the two depart- 
ments go, it might, seem natural enough to 
make this change, but people who are ac- 
quaintéd with the. actual conditions will 
realize at once that if the enforcement of the 
proposed pure food law is transferred from 
the department of agriculture to the depart - 
ment of commerce it will be necessary at the 
same time to create an expensive system of 
machinery. in default of which the federal 
statute will be of no more protection to the 
public than the Illinois law that now slum- 
bers on the statute Bodks of that state while 
the commissioner is engaged openly in oppog- 
ing federal legislation on the same subject: 

There, is in the department of commerce 
and labor no bureau with facilities for an- 
alyzing, investigating, or passing upon foods 
or beverages as céntémplated by the pro- 
posed law. Recognizing that this is true, the 
amendment submitted by Senator Money af 
the request of the lobby proposes that the de- 
termination of standards of food, chemical 
analysis, and general. scientific supervision 
shall be given to the division of chemistry of 
the hygienic laboratory.of public health and 
marine hospital service. 


Nota Commercial Laboratory. 


That laboratory is.a medical one, and is 
in no dense commercial. It is not organized for 
the purpose of testing foods or beverages, 
and could not be sd ued except by a large 
addition to the’ working staff and the ex- 
penditure of an immense amount of money. 
The head of the marine hospital service, 
Dr. Wyman, is a physician of splendid repu- 
tation, who has not asked that this work 
be trangferred to his department, and whose 
duties are confined to the prevention of epl- 
demics. and the général conduct of the marine 
hospital service. The only possible effect of 
intrusting that bureap with the enforcement 
of a pure food law would be to render,it a 
dead letter until, the necessary new machin- 
ery could be provided. 

At the present tim the department of agri- 
cultute has a bareau of chemistry, which has 
conducted all the preliminary investigations 
in regard to the use of food products. These 
products themselves, except in the case of 
whisky, are all in their origin under the im- 
mediate supervision of the department of 
agriculture, Which assists farmers to plant 
and reap better Wheat, to breed better cattle 
and hogs, and to grow better grapes and 
sugar cane. Dairymeéfi and farmers, as well 
as cattlemen, are dif vitally interested in the 
pure food agitation, because, next to the 
public, they the the chief sufferers. The 
inspection of food products coming from 
foreign countries always has been in the 
hands of the agricultural department. That 
department has thé Orily chemical bureau 
in the government service which is especially 
equipped for this work. 

It dan easily be seen, therefore, that the 
sole purpose of the Money amendment trans- 
ferring the determination of the question of 
adultération or miabranding from the de- 
partment of agriculture to the department 
of commerce is to hamper, if not to prevent, 
the execution of the- law. Dr. Wiley, head of 
the .chemical. bureau of the departmént of 
agriculture, has been an uncomproniiaing 
foe of the fraudulent food manufacturers, 
brewérs, and distillers. His analyses and 
ts have béen the basis upon which 
both home and sénate have built up the 
proposition ‘or -puré food legislation. 

Don't Like Dr. Wiley. ‘ 

The patent medicine frauds, the manufac- 
| of fake „ and the makers and 
walers of fraudulent food products gen- 
are naturally down on Dr, Wiley and 
nemlcal bureau of the agricultural de- 
pa nt. Failing in an attempt to defeat a 
pure food law altogether, they have con- 
ceived that it will. be wisest to support an 
amendment transferring the whole subject 
of the scientific supervision of food adultera- 
tion from Dr. Wiley’s bureau, which always 
has had this subject in charge, to Dr. Wy- 
man’s au, Which never has had it, does 
not want it, could not attend to it without 
a ‘appropriation of money and a start- 
ling ificrease in men and laboratory facilities.

ODD MIX IN THE SENATE. 


Democrats Line Up for Reform, 
While Opposition Is Within 
President's Party.

Washington, D. C., Feb. 2.—[Special.)—, 
President Roosevelt is ready.to accept any 
improvements in the Dolliver-Hepburn bill 
that may be offered by the senate leaders. 
He will not approve amendments which men- 
ace the effectiveness of that measure. 

The president made his position absolutely 
clear to hig callers today. He has not weak- 
ened and is not weakening in response to the 
representations of such men as Aldrich, El- 
kins, and Kean. He has talked with them, 
just as he has talked with Senator Dolliver 
and Clapp. But he has told the railroad 
advocates that he would like to have them 
put in writing the éxact provision they favor, 
and when he has considered it he will be able 
to say whether or not it will receive his sup- 


port. ‘ 

What the président is urging above all is 
that the leaders in the two houses come to an 
agreement. He has said to Aldrich and his 
codperators: 

Go and see Dolliver and Clapp, and reach 
an agreement’ with theni, and confer with 
Cannon and Hepburn of the house.“ 


President’s Position Difficult. 

The president's position is a difficult one at 
this moment. Senator Crane of Massachu- 
sétts does not support the Hepburn-Dolliver 
rate bill. Nor does Senator Knox of Penn- 
sylvania, who is leaning to the opinion the 
measure is unconstitutional. Such men as 
these, who are not identified with railroad 
interests, offer advice which the president 
naturally regards as deserving of serious 
consideration. 

Then tn his own cabinet the president finds 
division. Secretary Shaw does not favor the 
rate regulation policy of his chief, nor does 
he believe in the bill-which is on the point of 
passing the house. Secretaries Root and 
Taft want a provision included in the bill 
which will enable an appeal to the courts. 
Attorney General Moody believes the Hep- 
burn-Dolliver bill is the measure calculated 
to achieve the results the president so earn- 
estly seeks. . 

The president has told his callers, ‘‘if you 
have anything better to present, let’s have 
it.“ If Senator Knox can show him that 
the Dolliver-Hepburn bill is unconstitution- 
al, he will abandon it. He does not want to 
do his work all over again. 


Dolliver Believes in Validity. 


Senator Dolliver Insists his bill is not uncon- 
stitutional.” He prepared it with the utmos: 
care in order to avoid the development of 
any constitutional question in its enforce- 
ment. 

“The president has no responsibility what- 
ever 80 far as the bill I introduced is enn- 
cerned,“ the Iowa senator said this afternoon. 
II never have claimed it was the president's 
bill. I hold myself free, therefore, to do 
whbat I consider best for the interests, cf the 
people.“ 

The provision which the Aldrich-Elkins- 
Kean combination désires insefted in the Do- 
liver-Hepburn bill is in about the followiag 
language: | 

“ Circuit courts of the United States hereby 
are given jurisdiction to review an order 
of the interstate commerce commission as 
to its lawfulness, justice, fairness, and rea- 
sonableress,. and it in their opinion it is un- 
lawful, unjust, unfair, or unreasonable ‘o 
the carrier, the same shall be vacated.“ 

In the opinion of Senator Dolliver it would 
be preferable to carry the complaint direct 
to the courts than to the interstate com- 
merce eommission if this provision be in- 
eerted in his bill, thereby saving two years’ 
time in getting a decision.. Senator Dolliver 
and the president as well are opposed to the 
incorporation in the Dolliver-Hepburn bill 
of the provision in the Esch-Townsend bill 
for the creation of a court of transportation, 
which should review the order of the com- 
mission. , 


Pressure on Senators. 


Pressure exerted by the president and 
prompt action of the house brought the in- 
terstate commerce committee of the senate 
to its knees today. During a meeting of the 
committee Senator Carmack of Tennessee 
asked permission to record his vote, explain- 
ing that he desired to absent himself from 
Washington in order to direct his campaign. 

This led.to general discussion, and it was 
agreed that the final vote in committee 
should be taken two weeks from today, or on 
Feb. 16. 

Senator Ejkins and Senator Aldrich had 
learned While the president could not pre- 
vemt them from exercising their personal 
judgment in the matter of casting their vote, 
that he could make it Impossible for them to 
delay action. They knew If they averteda 
vote during the present session an extra ses- 
sion would be called, and the senate would 
be forced to vote for or against the railroad 
rate bill’ In the face of this determination 
it was deemed wise to surrender. 

Though sessions have been held for months, 
and ample time and money have been wasted 
in an endéavor to convince such men as Dol- 
liver and Clapp they aré wrong, it is proposed 
to hold daily sessions beginning Friday next 
and continue them up to the time à vote is 
taken. These sessions will amount to noth- 
ing. 


Party Loyalty as Issue. 

The cry of party loyalty is being sung with 
foghorn etrength. It is asserted that it would 
be a shame to depend upon demacratic votes 
to get a satisfactory railroad rate bill out of 
committee. Hepublicans are so badly divided 
that agreement can be reached only with 
great difficuity. Mr. Elkins has his own bill. 
So has Foraker. Aldrich and Kean are anx- 
lous to preserve the railroad interests from 
harm and prefer the remedy of the courts. 
Crane has the same view without the same 
object. Cullom, Dellivér, and Clapp are 
united in support of the Dolliver-Hepburn 
bill. These are the eight republican members 
of the committee. The democrats are pre- 
pared to do what their colleagues of the house 


committee did—accept the Dolliver-Hepburn 
bill, provided amendments which democrats 


of the house committee thought necessary are | 


made. It is a curious situation that demo- 
crats should be such warm supporters of the 
president while the men of his own party 
form the opposition.

@ ‘grave responsibility for any people. We 
have been slow to assume any such responsi- 
bility, and the responsibility rests, as any 
one can see, on the operators. 

The prosperous condition of the country 
warrants an increase for the miners. We ac- 
cepted’a decrease by our own votes two years 
ago, when at the time we were convinced 
that the conditions of the country demanded 
it. We have ever been ready to stand right 
and we stand right now.“ 


Cost of Former Strike. 

When questioned about the cost of the an- 
thracite strike he,said that its cost had been 
estimated by the anthracite strike com- 
mission to be a loss of $25,000,000 of wages 
to the miner’, $50,000,000 of profits to the 
operators, $26,000,000 logs in freight rates. 

There were other items of loss that raised 
the total figures much over $100,000,000 for 
the strike. It lasted a little over twenty-six 
weeks.“ K 

President Mitchell estimated that four peo- 
ple are dependent on every miner. Onthis 
estimate a national strike such as is planned 
will affect over 2,000,000 people dependent on 
the mining industry for their daily bread. 

The dollar assessment would raise ap- 
proximately $2,500,000 national | treasury 
funds by April 1. This organization now has 
in cash its national district, subdistrict, and 
local treasuries $2,679,134.42. The two funds 
‘on April 1 will probably place $5,000,000 cash 
avallable for strike purposes. 


Final Rupture Is Dramatic. 
The final rupture between operators and 


miners came today and was dramatic in the 
extreme. In the final conference Patrick 
Dolan, for eleven years the honored presi- 
dent of the United Mine Workers of the Pitts- 
burg district (No. 5) violated instructions and 
voted. to accept the old scale without the 
increase in wages demanded by the miners. 
As soon as the miners’ convention reas- 
sembled at 2 o’clock Dolan was denounced 
as atraitor. The convention cheered almost 
to a man when Delegate Hayes of Collins- 
ville, III., denounced Dolan as a traitor and 
mobed that he be expelled from the union. 


Dolan Saves Himself. 

The motion to expel Dolan doubtless would 
have been carried almost unanimously had 
not Dolan himself, speaking with emotion, 
disclaimed any ulterior motives in casting 
his vote contrary to the majority of the dele- 
gates of his district. He raised the point of 
order that he had been president of District 
No. 5 for eleven years and if there was any- 
thing wrong with him his constituents would 
know it and would take the proper action. 

President Mitchell sustained the point of 
order and Dolan's alleged treachery goes to 
District No. 5 for action. 

The convention took a recess for one hour 
while the délegates from Dolan's district 
held a caucus. They reported a resolution 
condenining Dolan’s action and deciding to 
stand with the majority in refusing to ac- 
cept the operators’ ultimatum. 


Mitchell’s Final Advice. 

A motion to adjourn sine die was then 
carried with cheers. Before putting the 
motion President Mitchell said: 

“To the delegates here assembled and to 
the members bf the organization at home 
I want to say that they had better provide 
for a little defense fund of their own, and 
those who have not laid by anything in the 
past had better do so now, in order that they 
may be self-sustaining for at least a reasor- 
able length of time.“ 

The adjournment itself was impressive. 
The delegates arose, and, led by Delegate 
T. D. Nichols of Illinois, sang America.“ 
Then, rapping his gavel sharply on the table 
and breaking a silence during which one 
might have plainly heard a pin fall, President 
Mitchell said: ; 

There being no further business before 
this conventlon, 1 do hereby; declare it ad- 
journed without day.“ 

The last word had been spoken. Every 
hope of averting a strike had been abandoned. 
The details of the struggle now rest with the 
national executive cOmmittee, which Pres- 
ident Mitchell has called’ to meet tomorrow 
morning at 9 o'clock. 


Operators’ Final Appeal. 

The operators had made their last appeal 
to the miners earlier in the day, atthe fina! 
session of the joint conference. F. L. Rob- 
bins of Pittsburg, speaking for the opera- 
tors, pleaded that the mine owners could not 
afford to pay higher wages.

hours,“ said he. Without argument and 
in the face of all fairness, you yesterday 
met and repudiated a fair proposition. I 
want to go on record as protesting against 
such methods... Yesterday coal sold in Chi- 
cago At $1 a ton, carrying an 80 cent freight 
rate, because the railroads were demanding 
the cars, and yet you refuse to allow one dis- 
trict to sign an agreement unless all sign. 
We refuse to have miners of other states, 
with conditions entirely different from ours, 
dictate as to the settlement of our affairs 
in our district. Your proposition is absurd. 
A little section up in Michigan could refuse 
a settlement and tie up the whole country. 
You have a conference with the anthracite 
operators coming. If I were an anthracite 
operator I would refuge to deal with you.“ 


Coal Higher, Wages Lower. 


President Mitchell in reply said: 

We have shown that coal is selling at the 
mines at from 365 to 50 cents a ton hgher 
than it was selling seven months ago. We 
showed this by their own circulars. We have 
shown by their circulars that the condition of 
their own trade is highly prosperous. 


The country is in the highest degree of } 


prosperity. Stocks and bonds are selling 
higher than ever before. And yet, notwith- 
standing this situation, we are asked to con- 
tinue a lower wage scale than we had two 
years ago. And Mr. Robbins will remember 
that two years ago, when we accepted a 
lower wage scale on account of an unfortu- 
nate situation existing at that time, he prom- 
ised that the reduction would be restored at 
the next conference.” 


Parting of the Ways. 


Mr. Mitchell reiterated his arguments for 
an increase in wages which he had previously 
made in the joint conference and in closing 
said: 

We have come to the parting of the ways, 
awd it seems to me the only thing left to do 
is to go home and there try to overcome 
the seemingly insurmountable obstacles. We 
deeply regret the necessity for such a step, 
but we feel that the time has come when you 
can give us an advance in wages without 
damaging your property interests to any con- 
siderable extent.“ 

Other operators and other miners spoke, 
and then a vote was taken on the proposition 
to continue the present wage scale. The mo- 
tion was lost, as the rules require a unani- 
mous vote. The miners of Ohio, Indiana, and 
Illinois voted no.” It was then that Presi- 
dent Dolan of the Pennsylvania miners vot- 
ed his state with the operators, only to be 
denounced in the convention later as a traitor. 
The joint conference then broke up.

CUBA'S GIFT FROWNED ON 


PRESIDENT NOT ANXIOUS FOR 
$25,000 WEDDING PRESENT. 


: Report That He Will Refuse Accepte 


ance Caused Disappointment in Is-« 
land—Minister Queseda Says Gift 
Is from People of Cuba to Daughter 
of Man Who Fought for Them—No 
Official Decision Has Been Given 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 2.—[Special. }— 
President Roosevelt has made no statement 
of his views concerning the intention of the 
Cuban government to send a wedding pres- 
ent worth $25,000 to Miss Alice Roosevelt for 
the reason he regards it as improper to say 
anything on the subject until a notice that 
a present is to be sent has been communi- 
eated to him formally. 

The president, however, has consistently 
deprecated the practice of foreign govern- 
ments of making gifts to persons in America 
of official position or whose prominence 
arises from their relationship to officiala 
of the United States. There is no doubt he 
would prefer that the proposed present from 
Cuba should not be made to his daughter. 


Applies to Other Nations. 


This position of the president is understood 
to apply with equal force to presents which 
any other foreign governments may contem- 
plate sending to Miss Roosevelt. 

Mr. Quesada, Cuban minister, said today: 
The present to Miss Roosevelt is not to be 
from the Cuban government at all, but from 
the Cuban people. It was not even suggested 
by the government, but is a epontaneous 
movement among Cubans. . Will Miss Roose- 
velt—not the daughter of the president, but 
the daughter of Theodore Roosevelt, who 
fought for the Cuban people—decline to re- 
ceive a present from those people? d ask 
you? But I have nothing todo with the mat- 
ter. Itis not a government gift, but the gift 
of the people of Cuba, as I have said.”

At one time today the police used their 
swords, nominally with flat side blades, but 
they hit to hurt. Prefect Lepine had to in- 
terfere to restrain them. As on previous 
occasions, those offering resistance belonged 
to the mixed classes. There was undoubted- 
ly a considerable proportion of fervent Cath- 
olics of both sexes among them who believed 
in the sanctity of their cause, and who were 
prepared for martyrdom, but many were 
mere anti-republican partisans, including 
royalists, imperialists, and nationalists. ~ 


Comical] Side to Riot. 


The affair was extremely comical to the un- 
concerned onlooker, especially the feature of 
playing water on the crowd. Soon after.the 
firemen got their hose to work every. occu- 
pant in the building, including women with 
elegant hats and costly furs were drenched 
to the skin, 

The floor was inches deep in water, in which 
was a jumbled collection of hats, books, can- 
dles, chairs, and cushions, Among this 
wreckage the people plunged to and fro, at- 
tempting to dodge streams of water pouring 
in on them from the roof and windows.

Justice Prindiville Refuses to Grant 


Judgment Against H. von Moock 
Asked by Hapgoods. 


Justice Prindiville refused to grant a juds- 
ment yesterday for $18.50 against H. Von 
Moock, asked by the Hapgood s Employment 
agency. Last September the employment 
agency secured a position for Von Moock in 
the Mutual bank, which he held only a week. 
They demanded 5 per cent of a full year’s 
salary, according to a contract which he had 
signed; and in payment of three notes which 
he had given. The judgment was refused be- 
cause Von Moock produced a letter, which he 
had received Sept. 27, making the payment 
of the notes dependent upon his retaining his 
position. 

Von Moock accused the employment agency

The first step in the movement to wipe this 
rule from the board records was made yes- 
terday at the meeting of the school manage-| 
ment committee by Trustee John J. Hayes.’ 
The Dawes rule was adopted by the board 
of education at a star chamber session 
in 1900. It was prepared by Chester M. 
Dawes and was presented to the board in 
the form. of a resolution demanding the 
elimination of the pull system, which put 
the schools in the hands of the politicians 
instead of the educators and the school 
board, 

The rule made.it mandatory upon the su- 
perintendent of schools to publish the name 
of every person, whether board member or 
not, attempting to influence him in the mat- 
ter of appointing or transferring teachers. 
With this rule.as a foundation the merit 
system at present in force was constructed. 


Objects to Detective Element. 


In beginning the fight to overthrow the 
Dawes rule, Trustee Hayes expressed his 
disapproval of the administrative methods, 
which make it a duty of the superintendent 
to enact the réle of the detective.

YATES VERSUS FEDERAL MACHINE. 
Tue Trisune must confess to some de- 
gree of sympathy with ex-Gov. Yates so far 


courageous opposition to the federal ma- 
chine in Illinois. The United States sena- 
tors have sought to establish an oligarchy 
in this state. Beginning with the federal 
courts and extending down. to, the smallest 
postoffice it holds the power of the national 
government in Illinois in its tenacious grip. 
That power is not used to administer the 
functions of government impartially but 
to perpetuate the power in office of United 
States senators. Efficiency ig not the end 
sought for or obtained. The senators pri- 
marily are out for the spoils and get what 
they are after. Decent service to the people 
is only an incidental part of the business of 
the federal machine, and one that may be 
forgotten if it interferes with its primary 
object. 

It is an amazing thing that President 
Roosevelt, who is an honest and courageous 
public servant and believes fully in the prin- 
ciples of civil service reform, should have 
assisted as far as he has in carrying out the 
plan of the spoils senators, No doubt he 
needs their yotes in the setiate, but he does 
not need them enough to sacrifice the prin- 
ciples of a lifetime in order to get them. 
He does not- need them enough to offer up 
the people of Illinois and their interests as 
part of a sacrifice that must be made to the 
senators.to persuade them to perform faith- 
fully their plain duty. With all due respect 
to the president, we do not hesitate to say 
that he cannot afford to fill the federal offices 


bious politicians in order to bring about the 
passage of the rate bill, or the statehood bill, 
or the Philippine bill, or the Dominican 
treaty, or the pure food bill, or any other 
bill or treaty whatsoever.

Not all who ride on che elevated roads are. 
‘perfect ladies and gentlemen, and the shov- 


ing is sometimes disagreeable and danger- 
ows. Pickpockets also find the turnstiles an 
ald to them in causing the crowding by which 
they profit. 

The Metropolitan road gets along without 
turnstiles. ‘The Illinois Central, which owns 
its own right of way, does not use turnstiles 
at its downtown stations. Why should the 
other elevated roads, which do not own a 
foot of the ground upon which the loop is 
placed, but which are allowed to use the 
public streets for public purposes, be per- 
mitted to disturb, impede, and injure their 
passengers? If the surface roads, which 
also use the etreets, were to fence off a por- 


tion of the public way and refuse to allow 


people to get on board the cars who had not 
first gone through a turnstile their turnstile 
would be forcibly removed in a few minutes. 
The eleva turnstile is no more beyond 
the power of the city ¢o control than the 
other would be. If the city'has the right to 
cause advertising signs to be removed from 
the loop it has the right to abate an actual 
nuisance. The city allows news stands to 
be maintained in the elevated stations. 
Why not compel the roads to use the profits 
from the newe stands, which are also to- 
bacco stores, to improve the accommoda- 
tion at those stations? The city certainly 
has the right to order those tobacco shope 
and news stands removed from their posi- 
tion of privilege, and while they are allowed 
to remain as a public convenience, the roads 
make enough out of them at least to be will- 
ing to make concessions in return. 


FYOOTBALI’S POWER BROKEN. 

The published reports from the Univer- 
sity of Chicago indicate that the football 
reign of terror in that institution is over. 
For years the members of the faculty who 
did not approve of the game as it was played 
kept their sentiments to themselves, at least 
no whisper of dissatisfaction reached the 
outside world. When at last Columbia and 
Harvard took the lead in suppressing a 
game which was thoroughly permeated with 
evil, a conference of western universities 
was called to consider the question. Mem- 
bers of the conference must have been sur- 
prised to find themselves practically in ac- 
cord on the need of abolition or reform. 
Even then it was believed that the recom- 
mendations of the conference were too radi- 
cal to have any chance of approval by the 
respective faculties represented. But when 
a meeting of the Chicago faculty was called 
not one voice was raised in support of the 
game. The report given out is that the 
recommendations were adopted unanimous- 
ly, after the faculty had first placed itself 
on record as preferring suspending the game 
entirely for a time, if done by agreement. 

There could be no better example of the 
power of a misconception of public opinion, 
combined with moral timidity. Probably 
every man who voted on the proposition had 
secretly entertained the same opinions fot 
years, but had kept the fact carefully con- 
cealed, The fear of a reputation for erankl- 
ness had made hith acquiesce in what he be- 
lieved to be the will of the majority. When 
at last an opportunity was given for a test 
of opinion, and there was apparently no 
prospect that an opponent of football would 
find himself in a minority of one, each man 
plucked up courage to vote as he believed 
and found that all believed alike! 

Whatever the result of a second confer: 
ence of the western universities, it is evi- 
dent that football will not easily recover 
dominion oVerthe college world. Courage is 


‘contagious, the same as cowardice, and in 
many faculties men will at last, dare place 


themselves on record in opposition to the 
wave of brutal professionalism by which 
college sports have been submerged. It will 
be found that universities have not en- 
couraged football merely for the purpose of 
gaining money and publicity but because it 


was believed. that there was an almost uni- 


versal demand for that kind of a thing, and 
men distrusted their individual judgment of 
the evils involved. Now that the occasion 
has come for men engaged in educating the 
youth of the country to compare notes on 
football the amount of evil in the game as 
it has been played is found to be unendur- 
able, and it will no longer be endured. This 
unanimous verdict is startling because unex- 
pected. It will take a little time for the stu- 
dent world to become accustomed to the new 
point of view, and it is well that the verdict 
comes to them not as the decision of an 
accidental majority. but with all the weight 


of unanimity.

From the,artistic eee of Ulriks- 
dal to the court of Copenhagen was a radi- 
cal change. The late queen of Denmark was 
an extremely masterful woman, accustomed 
to be obeyed in every particular, with the 
keen sense of conventional propriety, and 
extremely strict in all matters of etiquette. 
The consequence was that Louise of Sweden, 
though extremely happy in her husband, waa 
less so in her surroundings. Her uncon- 
ventionalities of manner and speech brought 
her into frequent confilct with her mother- 
in-law, the late queen, to whom she was in 
those days a source of perpetual terror and 
irritation, and less gifted than her husband's 
sisters intellectually as well as physically, 
she was subjected to a good deal of fun, not 
to say ridicule, which she took, like most 
big people, good naturedly. But her wealth, 
imherited partly from her father and partly 
from her enormously rich mother, a sister 
of the late king of Holland, has gone on in- 
creasing by leaps and bounds until it reached 
a colossal figure, and as her many children 
grew up and attained marriageable age, she 
commenced to realize the great importance 
which this wealth gave her. The conse- 
quence was that she became as masterful 
and as prone to irritation as she had previous- 
ly been good natured and unassuming, and 
while an excellent woman in every sense of 
the word, a devoted wife and the best of 
mothers, yet she is not altogether popular in 
the land of her adoption, and of which she 
now has become the queen.

Among her relatives at Copenhagen, the 
one with whom she has always been on 
terms of closest intimacy is her sister-in- 
law, Princess Waldemar, daughter of the 
French duke of Chartres, who served on 
Gen. McClellan's staff during the civil war 
here, and in the earlier days of their re- 
spective marriages the tavo princesses, know- 
ing the late queen's strictness on the score 
ef etiquette, were credited with playing many 
pranks for the special purpose of shocking 
their royal mother-in-law. Perhaps Queen 
Louise's daughters realized this, and that is 
why there has sometimes been a lack of 
cordiaHty in the relations of Denmark's 
new queen with the widowed czarina, Queen 
Alexandra, and the duchess of Cumberland.

The statement that King Christian is about 
to be entombed in the grand old cathedral of 
Roskilde, where so many of his predecessors 
of the throne have been “ laid to rest, is 
misleading. For while many of the old time 
rulers of Denmark repose horizontally, 
awaiting the judgment day, there are quite 
a number of these monarchs whose remains 
have been entombed perpendicularly in the 
huge columns and pillars of this ancient 
red brick fane, which was built as far back 


as 1047 to replace an earlier construction of 


wood. 

There is something strange to the visitor 
of this basilica in feeling that nearly every 
pillar contains the body of a Danish king, 
standing upright there, helping. as it were, 
to support the roof of the cathedral, and it is 
the only instance that I can recall of the 
corpses of sovereigns being disposed of in 
this position. 

The embalmed remains of Charlemagne, it 
is true, were not laid in any sarcophagus, but 
were seated on a marble throne in the im- 
perial vault of Aix-les-Chapelle, where they 
were still seen hundreds of yéars later by 
Emperor Charles V., and to this day the 
prelates of the Roumanian, Servian, and 
Bulgarian churches are entombed seated. 
But the old time kings of Denmark are the 
only monarchs to my knowledge who sleep 
their last sleep standing upright, built inte 
the columns of the Roskilde cathedral. 

— ‘ 


One of the peculiarities of this fine old 
church is that the width of the nave de- 
creases from west to east, which, owing to 
the perspective effect thus produced, makes 
it look much longer than it really ia. King 
Christian will be. entombed next week in 
what is known as Frederick V.’s chapel. It 
is beautiful in-its pure white simplicity and 
of antique Roman architecture, entirely dif- 
ferent’ in style both internally and exter- 
nally from the other portions of the bullding. 
It contains the remains of the last kings and 
queens of the house of Oldenburg. The 
cathedral has only two other chapels— 
namely: that of Christian I., built in Gothic 
atyle in the thirteenth century and containing 
a pillar on which the heights of Peter the 
Great, of Alexander III., and of Nicholas II. 
of Russia, and of all the recent kings of. 
Denmark have been marked, together with 
the dates of their being measured at the pillar 
itself. The features of the third chapel, 
known as that of Christian IV., are two 
colossal pictures surrounded by gold borders 
so cunningly painted that they appear in 
strong relief ‘in the light of heavy frames, 
In fact, they present an optical illusion prob- 
ekly unique in decorative art. 


Prominent at the funeral will be ithe 
Knights of the O of the Elephant, found- 
ed four centuries ago, and which is the 
Danish counterpart of fhe Bng)lish Order of 
the Garter and of the Order of the Holy 
Ghost of France in the old days of Bourbon 
royalty. In this connection I may recali 
the extraordinary remark made by the Dan- 
ish special ambassador sent to Paris in 1817 
to present the Order of the Elephant to King 
Louis XVIII. In handing the insignia, com- 
prising a jeweled elephant, to that monarch 
in the presence of the assembied French 
court, he, wishing to make clear to Louis 
its equality with the French Order of the Holy 
Ghost, exclaimed solemnly, “ Sire, notre 
Saint Esprit a nous, e ‘est un Elephant; 
daignez le recevoir.”” (Sir, our Holy Ghost 
is an Elephant, deign to receive it.) Louis 
XVIII., in spite of his phenomenal obesity, 
was an amazingly witty man with a keen 
sense of humor, and he afterwards declared 
that he had never in his life found go much 
difficulty in refraining from a burst of laugh- 
ter and from the utterance of the witticism 
which hovered on the tip of his tongue.

Thomas Orchestra. 

The program offered by the Thomas or- 
chestra yesterday afternoon at its sixteenth 
public rehearsal in Orchestra hall contained 
nothing of novelty save two songs by the 
French composers Widor and Duparc. 
These proved to be neatly made, and fairly 
effective settings in essentially French style 
of poems by Vacquerie and Coppée. The 
one by Duparc was raised out of the usual 
by having the piano included among the 
instruments required for its presentation. 
A tone coloring and a dell effect, that 
were attractive, were thus obtained. The 
Songs are singable, and, although in nowise 
epoch marking or vastly significant, are de- 


serving of hearing and worthy a place on 


— ven nat none 


the symphony program. 

The orchestral selections were headed by 
the overture to Mozart’s ‘“ Marriage of 
Figaro,” which was played with exhilarat- 
ing crispness, brightness, and spirit by Mr. 
Stock and his men. The Eighth Symphony 
of Beethoven— the little one in. F '’—fol- 
lowed. It was read with excellent under- 
standing and fine attention to detail,.and 
was played with admirable technical finesse 
and finish by the orchestra; but a spirit of 
uneasiness which pervaded the entire con- 
cert from this, its second number, until the 
close, seemed to settle over both performers 
and Usteners. Nothing appeared to be at 
fault, and yet the intangible, delicate, but 
none the jess. potent harmony which makes 
a concert go well or keeps it from so 
doing wag lacking. Neither audience nor 
orchestra felt the uplift that is desirable 
for a wholly satisfactory afternoon of music. 
No one was responsible; no one can be said 
to have failed in his duty. The conditions 
“simply were “not there,” and a concert 
which should have been delightful in every 
respect became quietly enjoyable and not 
particularly impressive. Tonight the per- 
formance is likely to be in every respect 
exhilarating and satisfactory.

The Symphony was succeeded by the aria 
“An jenem Tag (“On that day), from 
Marschner’s “‘Hans Heiling,” sung by Mr. 
Clark, and after the intermission came the 
Cesar Franck symphonic poem, The Ac- 
cursed Hunter,“ It is a long and not espe- 
clally successful attempt of the great Bel- 
gian to tell in tones the story of the wicked 
count who desecrated the Sabbath by going 
a-hunting and was pursued by the evil one 
in consequence. The most effective portion 
of the score is that portraying the curse. 
The immovability of the huntsman when he 
is suddenly stopped and the flames sweep up 
about him is vividly clear to the listener who 
has a reasonable amount of imagination, and 
the rush of the wild flight that follows is 
also dramatic and effective. The work is 
trying for the orchestra, but the men played 
it with vigor and splendid technical mastery. 
The Dvorak Scherzo Capriccioso followed 
the songs by Widor and Duparc, and the pro- 
gram closed with the Military Polonaise

The solo of me atiernoon was Craarice 
N. Clark; who thus accomplished us re- 
appearance before the Chicago public after 
over three years spent in the musical oircles 
ot Paris. Hie tormerly had enjoyed a de- 
served popularity not only here in his home 
city but throughout the country, and inter- 
eat in his work was therefore keen. The un- 
toward conditions which rested over the en- 
tire concert reached out and [aid an especially 
heavy hand on Mr. Clark. He was suffering 
from a slight hoarseness, and this, with the 
natural nervousness attendant upon a reap- 
pearance here, caused his voice to be veiled 
in certain portions of the Hans Heiling "’ 
aria, and in the Widor song an unfortunate 
slip of memory made necessary the stopping 
and the recommencement of the sélection. 
The Dupare song was given with good suo- 
cess, however, and showed that Mr. Clark’s 
voice has lost none of its natural beauty, and 
that there has been a gain in tonal warmth 
and in dramatic expression. The Heiling ” 
aria was robbed of much of the effectiveness 
that is inherent by being taken too rapidly, 
the first part in particular being sung at a 
tempo that robbed both voice part and ac- 
companiment of much of their meaning. The 
audience was liberal in its applause, and 
Mr. Stock put aside the no encore rule and 
permitted Mr. Clark to repeat the Widor 
song.

Fortunately only « limited number of copies 
of this book are printed; none at all tn the 
United States. Lord Lovelace sent sheets of 
the book over here to.see if some American 
publisher would not take a tew copies, but 
not. only were his terms but the 
contents of the book made it prohibitory also. 
I dort know what it is about certain people 
that makes them think that the truth should 
alwaye.be told at the expense ot decency. 
There is no necessity for this book, but Lord 
Lovelace felt himself bouné to vindicate the 
memory of his grandmother; so he has writ- 
ten it.

Lovelace’s documents, some of which are 


not included in this volume, aud was con- 
vinced against his will that Mrs. Stowe’s 
statements were true.

The weather bureau’ general summary of 
crop conditions for January was as fol- 
lows: In the southern states the middle 
and last ten days were cool, and the monthly 
precipitation in portions of the eastern dis- 
tricts was excessive and damaging. While 
the rainfall in the centrai and west gulf dis- 
tricts was below the average, rains interfered 
with farm work in central and northeastern 
Texas and in Louisiana. As a whole, how- 
ever, the month was exceptionally mild and 
free from severe weather conditions, afford- 
ing excellent opportunity for midwinter farm 
work. Although the winter wheat region 
was without material snow protection dur- 
ing the greater part of the month, owing to 
the absence of decided and sudden tempera- 
ture changes, winter wheat escaped serious 
Injury, and at the close of the month was 
generally in promising condition. No com- 
plaint regarding tae Hepsian fly has been 
recelved.”* 

Cash wheat was steady in the local mar- 
ket,‘ with a moderate milling demand and 
some inquiry from shippers. Sales, 65,000 
bu, Including 50,000 bu No. 2 red at 1c over 
May price in store. Kansas City cash mar- 
ket Was reported dull, with quotations mere- 
ly nominal, Buyers were bidding ic under 
yesterday. The St. Louls cash market was

Was reported for export. There was a good 


‘demand for No. 1 northern at Minneapolis, 


with millers paying Hoc under May. New 
York reported a fair business in Manitoba 
wheat, sales 80,000 bu. Corn was steady in 
the local sample markets, but oats were 
weak, prices 0% lower. Sales, 25,000 bu 
corn and 85,000 bu oats. The seaboard re- 
ported 24,000 bu corm and 100,000 bu oats 
sold for export. 

The Albert Dickinson Seed company, as a 
corporation, has had its membership priv- 
Ueges on the Minneapolis exchange rescind- 
ed. The exchange authorities held that the 
company had violated the commission rule 
by buying in the country without deducting 
commissions. The company insisted that if 
it pays commissions it will violate provisions 
of its charter. A member of the firm yester- 
day said that if the proposed commission rule 
on the local exchange is carried the company 
might just as well cease trading on the local 
floor. It is said that the company will fight 
the action of the Minneapolis exchange in 
denying it the privileges there. 

W. 8. Crosby continued to favor the bull 
side of wheat. He said: ** Local sentiment 
is pretty unanimously bearish, and the bears 
‘are doing most of the trading. We do not 
ourselves see the conservatism and safety 
of the bear side of wheat. The declines from 
this point are likely te be slow in any event. 
We have reached the point where we are 
on an export basis, and where both wheat 
and flour are being sold daily to the other 
side. We have also reached the point where 
accumulation of stocks probably will cease 
and a distribution of them begin.” 

The Modern Miller said; “‘ There has been 
an increase in reports of unfavorable winter 
wheat conditions. The lowering of the crop’s 


condition is principally attributed to freezing ~— 


and thawing weather. Statements that the 
plant is too forward in growth for the season 
of the year are general, and apprehension 
fs expressed concerning the effect of a se- 
vere freeze if the crop has no snow protec- 
tion. Our Pacific coast correspondent re- 
ports crop prospects of that section excel- 
lent.”’

Reports of state banks of Chicago pub- 
lished yesterday show that on Jan. 29 they 
had a slightly. smaller volume of deposits 
than at the date of the previous bank call, 
Nov. 9, 1905. This condition of the state in- 
stitutions is opposite to that shown by the 
rationals, the latter showing a 2% per cent 
gain in deposits. Apparently, depositors in 
the state banks have, as a whole, been mak- 
ing investments since the passing of the half 
yearly interest period. Some of the banks 
show gains which may be attributed to the 
distribution of the $4,000,000 savings deposits 
formerly in the Home Savings bank. The 
national bank deposits increased largely be- 
cause of a return of funds from country insti- 
tutions, though this has not been large. 

In the matter of cash, the state banks show 
Au percentage of gain almost as large as did 
the nationals. And the combined cash re- 
sources of both classes of banks increased 
over $26,000,000, compared with the figures 
of Nov. 9. The percentage of gain is over 12, 
compared with a percentage gain in deposits 
of 1 and a decrease in loans of 2.7 per cent. 
The banks, both state and national, appar- 
ently, prefer to run a little strong in view 
of the events of last December.

Another instance where the interstate com- 
merce commission has found discriminatory 
practice on the part of several rafiroads, but 
which it is powerless to correct, is shown by 
the recent decision in the case of George J. 
Kindel of Denver against the Boston and Al- 
bany and other roads. The discrimination in 
this case is not against persons but against 
localities, It is a case where a certain class 
of goods is hauled 3,400 miles for a lower tariff 
than for half the distance. 

Mr. Kinde] complains that the defendant 


‘railroads, which includes both eastern and 


western lines, charge him and other buyers 
of denim and ticking in Denver $2.24 from 
eastern points where this material is manu- 
factured, while the charge to San Francisco 
is only $1.50, The commission found that the 
rates to San Francisco from eastern point;

The rate of $1.50 on cotton piece goods 
from the east to San Francisco is assumed to 
cover the actual cost of the service, and the 
rate for 1,400 to 1,600 miles shorter distance 
to Denver is found to be reasonable,” said 
Commissioner Clements. Under the pres- 
engt combination rate to Denver no reduction 
from local charges is made for the through 
haul of 2,000 miles. Such application of com- 
bined .local charges to a long distance ship- 
ment places a wrongful burden on the ehip- 
per. The exaction of first clase rates on cot- 
ton piece goods between Missouri river points 
and Denver, in view of the long prevailing 
Gifferentials in other parts of the country and 
other existing conditions, is unjust and un- 
reasonable.“ 


But, although the commission, after hear- | 


ing, believes the rate to be unréasonable, it 
is powerless under the law to substitute what 
it believes to be a reasonable rate, and so the 
decision has not much effect, especially as ths 
railroads have decided to ignore it.
